the same m anner as horse m anure, 
keeping the bed soil warm for more 
than a m onth under normal late 
winter and early spring conditions. 
Cornstalks 
should 
be 
entirely 
stripped of blades and husks, such 
a ere available in feedlots and m an­ 
gers. Of course, the stalks should be 
gathered and stored before they arc 
tram ped or otherwise contam inated 
by long contact with the soil or in 
snow or rain. Tile m ajor idea is to 
use cornstalks 
th at 
will ferm ent 
after they are placed in the bcd in 
the same wyv corn silage ferm ents 
in a silo. It is this ferm entation th a t 
gives rise to tem peratures suitably 
uniform to heat the bcd soil. 
Tile stalks should be run through 
a .silage cutter and cut fairly fine, 
then m oistened thoroughly as they 
are tram ped In the bcd Two factors 
should be em phasized at this point 
- F ir s t, all portion* must be moist, 
else ferm entation will be faulty and 
heating curtailed; next, the m aterial 
m ust be tram ped firmly in the bed 
to obtain the uniform ity of ferm en­ 
tation desired. 
H eating wilt not be as rapid as 
with m anure-filled beds, and the 
tem perature will not go as high. Yet 
neither of these facts is sufficiently 
strong to condem n the cornstalk 
principle. For gardeners always m ust 
wait for a m anure-heated bed to cool 
off before planting. Too, a .sustained 
tem perature us more desirable in 
most cases than a high tem perature. 
W here there is a limited supply of 
m anure available for hodbed use, 
it can be increased by adding shred­ 
ded cornstalks. Also, the bed's worth 
is greatly enhanced by banking the 
part extending above the ground 
with m anure and soil and there­ 
by adding to the inside tem perature 
at the sam e time inside heat is pre­ 
vented from escaping so readily. 
After the bed's services are ended 
I the shredded cornstalks are useful 
for 
both 
soil 
improvement 
and 
m ulching. In fact, this Is an excel­ 
lent way to make profitable disposal
